The Inspectors' found .that an ob- 


struction was planted In tho ways 
under tho water with, tho Intention of 
ripping out tho ship's bottonf and fur- 
nishing the most largely attended shin- 
wreck In history. " 


Enough to Smash Vessel. 


"What the obstruction was has not 


been told, but In the .language of an 
expert ship builder in tho navy yard: 
"The same thing would havo happened. 
to It that happens to an express train. 
when It hits a rock at full speed."

One report has-Jt the obstruction 


was a set of stout spikes driven firm- 
ly Into the ways, but whoever planted 
the obstruction reckoned without .the
